(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 2-4,6,7,10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Hennequin. Hennequin discloses a device including a winding drum 2, 
cords 13,14, and a mount for the winding drum 2 comprising parts 3,4,11,12. 

The applicant states that for Hennequin to read on claim 10 when the supporting 
parts of Hennequin are assembled together a through hole must be formed for a cord to 
pass through whereas the alleged supporting parts of Hennequin (i.e., 3, 4, 1 1 and 12) 
do not have a shape such that when the parts are assembled together form a through 
hole through which pass one of Hennequin's cords (13, 14). This is not convincing for 
the respective cutout portions of the parts 3,4,1 1 ,1 2 of Hennequin have the explicit 
purpose of accommodating the passage of cords 13,14 (note figure 1 of Hennequin). 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive.
